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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 are pending in this application. Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12. second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. By this amendment. Claim 1 
has been amended to overcome the Examiner's rejection. In particular, the phrase "the stator 
windings of one phase being wound around every two stator main poles among the 6m pieces 
of the stator main pole" was not understood. By this amendment, this phrase has been 
changed to "the stator windings of one phase being wound around a first stator main pole and 
every third stator main pole among the 6m pieces of the stator main pole" . 

As shown in Fig. 1 of the present application, and described on page 16 of the 
specification (starting at Hoe 22). among the stator windings 21-1 through 21-6 wound around 
the stator main poles 22-1 through 22-6, the stator windings 21-1 and 21-4 corresponding to 
one phase are woimd around the stator main poles 22-1 and 22-4. 

Accordingly, amended Claim 1 is beUeved to be in condition for allowance. Claims 2 
and 3 depend from Claim 1, and are also believed to be in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration of the claims, as amended, is respectfuUy requested.

1. A magnei wpe stepping motor comprising 

(1) a stator having three-phase staler windings, and 6m pieces of stator main 
pole arranged side by side, where m is an integer and > 1. the stator windings of one phase 
being wound around [every two stator main poles] a first stator main pole and every third 
stator main pole among the 6m pieces of the stator main pole, wherein when the stator 
windings of one phase are excited with a direct current, m pieces of N pole and m pieces of S 
pole are formed alternately on the 6m pieces of stator main pole, and 

(2) a rotor of a cylindrical permanent magnet magnetized in the circumferential 
direction so as to form Z/2 pieces of N pole and Z/2 pieces of S pole alternately, wlicrc Z is 
the number of rotor poles . 
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
